JOINT INTERESTS OF HISTORICAL ORGANIZATIONS 

P/ The various associations of the United States devoted to 
fhe history of the hoalth sciences at recent meetings began 
viewing their common interests. At the suggestion of Mr. 
George Griffenhagen, of the Smithsonian Institution, repro- 
sentatives of all the historical organizations met at a 
luncheon in New York City May 2 and discussed their comnon 
problems. The topics mentioned included membership, publica- 
tion and finance. The American Association of the History of 
Medicine was r epresented by its secretary-trenasurer, Dr. John 
Blake. ‘The History of Science .osclety was represented by Dr. 
Carl Boyer. Delegates for the American Institute of the llis- 
tory of Pharnacy were Dr. Glenn Sonnedecker, secretary, and 
Dr. Alex Berman. The American Acadeay of the History of 
Dentistry was represented by its president Dr. Gam R. Parks 
and George B. Denton. ‘ir. George Griffenhagen and Dr. 

lunice Bonow represented the Section on Historical Pharnacy 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association, which acted as 
host for the occasion. A proposal was adonted to make per- 
manent an organization of delegates from all the agencies 
interested in history of the health professions. 


At the meeting of the Council of the American Association of 
the History of iledicine at kichnond, Virginia, May 6, a 
proposal was adopted to unite the efforts of the Association 
and its various affiliate organizations to further their 
comnon interests. Espectal consideration was given to the 
problem of obtaining grants-in-aid for publication of his- 
torical papers. Dr. Ilza Veith, of the University of Chicago, 
was appointed to coordinate the efforts of the various 
societies. The question of the Academy's formal cooperation 
in this plan will doubtless coue before the meeting at Miami 
in November.
